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tak£n, until its merits have been fairly and fully can¬ 
vassed rind ascertained. And when once ascertained 
and undertaken, its accomplishment becomes at once a 
“fixed fect.V 

No place,-perhaps, has contributed more freely of its 
means for the-enlargement and iicrease of the business 
facilities and instrumentalities of the public. The best 
harbor on the western shores of Lake Michigan, is al¬ 
most solely the‘result of the liberality and enterprizc 
of her citizens.', The Jlrst Plank Road within the 
limits of our young and flourishing State, is through 
their energy completed as fares Rochester and Burling¬ 
ton—30 miles out. “Pay as you go,” is. their adopted 
motto, both in their individual and corporate capacity. 
As a natural consequence, [they have been in a great 
measure exempt from those!pecuniary and commercial 
embarrassments, which weigh so heavily upon the pros¬ 
perity of many of the cities and villages of the West. 
They have thus by their prudence, economy, and un¬ 
tiring industry, secured to themselves all the elements 
of prosperity, progress, and success, and are now em¬ 
phatically “going ahead." ' v 

In November, 1 334, Antoine Ouilmette, with his 
Indian family, came from, Grose' Point and settled 
on the place now occupid. by James Kenzie, about 
one mile West of Racine, * The East fractional half of 
section 9, including the first and third, and part of the 
fourth and fifth wards, of the City, and being on both 
sides of the river, was first claimed by a company con* 
fisting d^Capt. Knapp of Racine, Gordon S. Hubbard 
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.ofChicago, and Jacob A. Barker of Buffalo. The claim 
was made for the company by Capt. Knapp, in Nov., 
1834. This tract was surveyed and laid out in village 
lots in 1830. Mr. Barker conveyed one third part-of 
his share in the tract to his brother, in consideration of 
his settling upon it. Mr. Hubbard sold his share to 
Truman and Charles S. Wright of this City; and Capt. 
Knapp sold to Col. Janes, also of this City- 

In 1843, the corporation of the village having pur¬ 
chased that portion of section 9, denominated the “ Har¬ 
bor addition laid it off in Village Lots, and added it to 
the allottments already made. 

Different individuals owning parts of Sec. 9, after¬ 
wards laid' it out into lots as fractional. Sections 9 
and 16 composed the whole of the village limits, and 
now compose aU within the city corporation. Gilbert 
Knapp made the claim for the Company in November, 

. 1834. ' \ 

The first settlement of Racine was commenced in 
November, 183.5. In the summer of that year Capt. 
Knapp, E. J. Glenn, Levi Mason and Mr. Beeson, took 
up their residence within the Corporate tracts of the 
City. During the subsequent Fail Dr. B. B. Caryy 
Amaziah Stebbs*,', and John M. Myers, with their 
families, joined those already settled here. In the 
spring or summer of 1835, Joel Sage .settled on the 1 
West side of the river, in what is now called Sage 
Town. At that time the above named persons composed, 
the entire population of what D now the City of Racine. 
Other persons, whose enterprise led them to seek their 
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fortunes in the far west, soon followed; and thus, slow 
at first, but sure, commenced the settlement of Racine. 

The first of June, 1836, Marshall M. Strong settled 
in this place, and-was the. first lawyer. - 

The object of ific original owners, was not- so much 
to speculate out of the lands which tlveir good fortune 
had secured to them, as to furnish the dwellers of the 
future City with homes of their own at reasonable pri 
cee. The lands thus became rapidly subdivided : and 
most of our citizens canf now boast, that they are the 
owners of the roofs that cover them, and nre exempt 
from one of the curses which weighs down-the inde- 
pendenceof man—the dependence of the tenant upon the 
caprice and soulless intolerance of his landlord. 

Root River Post Office was established in Jan. 183G, 
three miles west of the City, and A. B. Saxton was ap¬ 
pointed postmaster. ' This post office was discontinued 
on the 8th of May, of the same year, and the Racine 
Office established in the settlement—Dr. R. B. Cary 
was appointed Post Master. The amount of the first 
quarterly-returns to the Post Master General was $37. 
For the quarter cpding on the 31st day of March, 1839, 
the returns amounted to $709,45. 

At the tjme of the establishment of this office the mail. 
was carried from Chicago to Green Bay, once a week 
on horseback, and the arrival of the mail was considered 
quite an event. 

The first school was opened by Mr. Bradley, in the 
winter of 1836, and 1837. 
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The first Clergyman settled in this place wa6 the ! 
Rev. Cyrus Nichols, who tvas a Presbyterian, and set- i 
tied over a congregation of th§£ name in 1837. 

The first Magistrate elected, was Joel Sage. ' 1 

The first Hotel was kept by Messrs. Stebbins h Myers. ; 
The first Store was opened by Messrs. Glen and 
Mason. . "S 

In 1.838, the Racint Argus) the first newspaper, was ! 
established. Its first Proprietors were Gilbert Knapp, ; 
Lorenzo Jq.nes, John M. Myers, Alfred Cary, Stephen 
N. Ives, and Marshall M. Strong. 

In 1841, the Village of Racine was incorporated, and j! 
Dr. Elias Smith, elected its first President. 

In 1843, the first Fire Company was formed, and f 
Chester W. White, Amaziah Stebbins, and Elias Smith, 

appointed Fire Wardens. . - - --ji 

The population of Racine in 1840, was about 300.— ji 
In 1844, about 1,100. *Dec.l, 1847,2,900. And at"the~~4 
present time, j-4,057 or about the same aB that of the : 
City of Rochester in 1825, and its increase in ' business 
a‘n(i population from the time of its settlement to the 
present time, has been more rapid than that of that City 
up to that period. 

In 1840, the-total value of imports received at this 
place was $59,944, and of exports, 6j750.

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A thorough re-organization of^the, Fire Department 
has been effected. The new Fire Companies have been 
formed, and their machines ordered from the moat cele¬ 
brated manufactories in out -Eastern Cities. - 
/. A rigid system of economy, in the disbursement 'of 
the City funds, is enforced, and all improvement's are 
projected with an eye to their utility and permanency. 

A much larger amount of buildings have already been 
completed the present season, than in any other since 
its settlement; and a still larger number are in the 
course of erection.' When the Warehouses'now in pro¬ 
gress shall have been completed, we can store in 
them, 897,000 bushels of wheat at one time. 

We have now eleven congregations of worshipping 
Christians, viz., one Presbyterian, one Methodist, one 
Baptist, one Episcopalian, one Universalist, two Pro¬ 
testant Dutch, two Protestant Welch, one Catholic 
and one.;pf Colored People, 

We have five Newspapers and Periodicals, all of 
which are well conducted and sustained.

AN ACT to incorporate the City of Racine in the : 
county of Racine. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented \ 
in Senate and Assembly, do enact ns follows : 

Sec. 4. The district of country included within the fol- : 
lowing limits and boundaries in township numbered three j 
of range twenty-three cast in the county of Racine am! 
state of Wisconsin, to wit fractional sections numbered j 
nine and sixteen in' said township, and range, is hereby de- I 
dared to be a city, and the inhabitants thereof aro created 
a body corporate and politic by the name and style of “ The 
City of Racine,” and by that naino shall be capable of con¬ 
tracting and being contracted with, of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and being 
answered unto in all courts and places and in all matters 
whatsoever, with power of purchasing, receiving, holding, 
occupying and conveying real and personal estate, and shall 
have a common seal and may change the same at pleasure; 
and Shall bo competent to have and exercise all tho rights 
and privileges and be subject to all the duties and obliga¬ 
tions appertaining to a municipal corporation. 

See. 2. The said city until the City Council, see fit to 
increase, alter or change the same shall be divided into five 
wards in the m auuer following, to wit; All that part of said 
district of country comprised ill '.he limits described in the 
first section of this act which lieu east and south of the cen- 
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ter of Root river and nortli of the center yf seventh street 
and east of the center of Chippewa street shall be the first 
ward: all that part of aaid district which lies south of the 
center of seventh street, jmd east of the center of Barnsta¬ 
ble street shall be tho second ward ; all tho remainder of 
said district which lies south of the centre of Root river 
shall be the third \vard;'*all that part of said district which 
lies north of tho centre of Root river and north and east 
of the following bounds, to wit: beginning at a point in the^ 
centre of Root river where it is intersected by the quartef 
section lino running cast and west on the south line of the' 
north west quarter of said section numbered nine, lh©dee 
west along said quarter section line to the south oast corner 
of block numbered twenty-five in Wright’s addition, thence 
duo north to tho north line of said section numbered nine, 
shall be tho fourth ward ; all the remainder of said district

Ci.ty Clerk, one Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, 
and one Assessor for each ward ; to he elected by the qual¬ 
ified voters thereof at the annual election of said city to be 
heldfiii each ward on the second Monday of April in each 
'year l and shah hold th^ir respective offices for one year and j 

unt^ their successors are chosen and qualified. m ■
